The United States holds title to some 
ground for a coaling station at Pago Jago, 
on the island of Tuitwa. Twhis island is the 
least in s‘ze of any of the group, but is 
more than &ge enough to support a naval 
station, so that it has been the plan of the 
State department to atquire it as a whole 
in the event of the dissolution of the tri- 
partite agreement. © 

Basing the division of the existing inter- 
ests of the three nations, Germany holding 
Tie largest interest, would take the isiand 
second in size, possessing the capital, Apia, 
while Great Britain would secure the lar- 
gest of the group, but the second in com- 
mercia] imoprtance.

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CONFEDERACY GIVEN A NAME. 


SALVADOR, HONDURAS AND Nic- 
ARAGUA ONE GOVERNMENT. 


Known as the Unitei States of Cen- 
tral America, the Three States 
Join Hands. 


Managua, Nicaragua, August 18.—Tihe 
convention assembled at Managua to form 
a consitution for a confederacy to consist 
of the states of Salvador, Honduras and 
Niceragua, has agreed upon forty-two of 
the 149 articles. 

It has been agreed that the name of the 
confederacy shall be ‘“‘the United States of 
Central America.”" The decisions arrived at 
are as to what the people and the states 


| shall not do. not what the people have con- 


ceded to the government of the United 
States of Central America. They declare 
that there shall be no death penalty en- 
forced by any state, and that no state 
Shall cede any of its territory. They bridle 
the liberty of the press and public declara- 
tions of opinion adverse to the government. 

The work will not be completed until 
about November Ist. 

The diet of the Greater Republic of Cen- 
tral America has asked the government of 
Nicaragua for all the documents in its 
archives relating to the construction of an 
inter-oceanic canal across Nicaragua for 
the purpose, as El Liberal (government 
daily newspaper) says, of “investigating 
the reason why the United States of North 
America appear to have decided to con- 
struct the canal.,”’ 

The United States consul at Managua, 
Chester Donaldson, who has been sick at 
home with malarial fever for several days, 
but is now recovering from the disease, 
has gone with his family to spend a few 
weeks in the mountains near Managua. 

The Nicaraguan government recently im- 
prisoned several persons from Leon and 
Granada, suspected of opposing the gov- 
ernment. The authorities appear to be in 
constant apprehension of revolutions. Only 
a few days ago, according to El Liberal, 
ot July 30th, severa) young men from this 
city were called before the inquisition on 
suspicion of plotting a revolution and some 
of the men were sentenced to the. peniten- 
tiary. 

Many of the principal importers in west- 
ern Nicaragua, native and foreign, have 
called on the government during the last 
ten days, and urged it not to advance the 
duties on imports, as it had contemplated 
doing, 100 per cent on the present very 
high rates, of which advance from 15 to 25 
per cent is to be paid in gold. 

The importers do not know where the 
gold is to come from, in view of the fact 
that a very large percentage of the grow- 
ing crops of coffee, the only important ex- 
port from Nicaragua excepting dry hides 
and india rubber, is pledged to foreigners 
and persons residing in other countries, 
who have advanced the money necessary 
to enable the planters to cultivate the cof- 
fee shrubs through the six years of their 
growth from the nursery to the bearing 
state.

London, August 30.—The National Review, 
referring to the recall of the United States 
ambassador. Co!one| John Hay, to become 
secretary of state, says it considers Coio- 
nei Hay to be the best ambassador ac- 
credited here in recent years, adding: 

“Fee has spoken well, but not too often; 
he has abstained from being more British 
than the British; he has refrained from 
flattery. nor has he indulged in post-pran- 
dal gush; but he ‘has missed no fair oppor- 
tunity of promoting friendly Anglo-Ameri- 
can .felations, 2nd has been emphatically 
the right man at the pyschological mo- 
ment.”’

NOT YET OFFICIALLY KNOWN. 


Spanish Peace Commission Will Be 
Fully Instructed. 
Madrid, August 30, 4 p. m.—The cadinet 


council did not mee: teday and tme hames 
of the Spanish peace commissioners are 


not yet officially known. 

Senor Sagasta consulted with several pol- 
iticians on the subject and tonight pre- 
pared instructions for the corr mission. 

The opinion regarding the American cum- 
missioners held nere is that trey will 
have a tendency to treat Spanish interests 
hoirshly, but are nevertheless likely to 
carry out President McKinley’s ideas. 

The Imparcial today, referring to the 
czar’s peace note, expresses the belief that 
his majesty’s pronouncement can hardly 
come from a mere dreamer. It adds: 

“Reflection convinces us that it was only 
issued after consultation with President 
Faure enc Emperor Wilham and that it 
foreshadows a period of great diplomatic 
activity.’’ 

In conciuding The Imparcial says: 

“We urge Spain to pay close attention 
to the matter, as assuredly Spain is not 
the power least interested in it.” 

The Liberal is of the opinion that the 
czar’s object was to avert a, ‘‘threatening 
rupture of views which prevail,’ adding: 

‘The work of the Hispano-American vom- 
mission in Paris is hardly worthy of men- 
tion in connection with the proposed con- 
ference, which ought to be attended by the 
United States as well as Europe, for should 
war break out and extend from the Medi- 
terranean to the China sea, Spain must 
awake in order to preserve the little she 
has managed to save from the ruin.”’ 


SICKNESS GROWS IN PORTO RICO. 


National Relief Association Committee 
Returns from the Island. 


Phiiadelphia, August 30.—The yacht May, 
which arrived in this city today from Porto 
Rico, via Newport News, brought the re- 
port of the representatives of the national 
relief commission, ex-Minister to Italy Wil- 
liam Potter, William Van Yiensselaey, Lowis 
C. Vanuseem and Dr. G. G. Graff, who 
went to Porto Rico to superintend the dis- 
tribution of the supplies sent to the sick 
soldiers by the commission. 

After giving detai:s of the distribution of 
the supplies the pees : 

“In almost every instance we found the 
army surgeons most anxious to have at 
their disposition money for the purchase 
of needed luxuries for the sick, such as 
fresh milk, ice (when obtainable) and 
canned goods, and we ate happy to report 
that in every caSe we have Deen abie to 
meet the demands on us. 

“There are about 16,000 American soldiers 
in Porto Rico and on the day of our de- 
parture, August 22d, there were over 1,000 
men on the sick list. Of this number one- 
half were cases requiring prompt and 
careful treatment. All medical authorities 
in the army in Porto Rico agree that the 
sick list is increasing and that an alarm- 
ing condition may be expected unlesg the 
war department promptiy arranges bar- 
racks for the army of occupation and im- 
mediately provides additional transports. 

Attached to the report is a letter from 
General Miles thanking the commissioners 
on behalf of the army for the supplies and 
"Yor a big_consignment of American flags; 
also a letter ve Colonel Greenleaf ex- 
groaning Than for the gift of an ice- 

aking machine. 


Philip Commands Squadron.

| Camp Wikofft is to be investigated. 
Wheeler Orders Investigation. 

General Wheeler has ordered General 
Adelbert Ames, chief of staff of General 
Kent’s staff, to conduct an investigation, 
He is given almost autocratic powers. Gen- 
eral Wheeler has ordered him to get at the 
bottom of all the things which have been 
complained of. The subjects General Ames 
is to investigate are: 

Why is the general condition of the camp 
So poor; why do conditions that prevail ex- 
ist; who is responsible; why troops were 
sent to the camp defore it was reddy to re- 
ceive them; why, there was but 
one railroad leading into the camp, boats 
were not used to carry men and provis- 
ions from New York city; why needed 
nurses were not ordered, or if they were 
ordered, why they were not distributed; 
why the hospitals are crowded; why transg- 
ports were allowed to lie in the harbor 
without supplies and relief being sent out 
to them? 

There is dissatisfaction in the camp of 
the Rough Riders. They are not satisfied 
with the terms of their muster out. They 
wanted to be treated as are the remainder

The coming of President McKinley is 
anxiously awaited. An effort will be made 
to get the president to sanction changes 
which even Secretary Alger was not asked 


to make. 
Dr, Senn thinks that within a month é€év- 


ery person suffering from typhoid fever 
brought into the camp will have recovered 
or thave died, and by the time the condi- 
tions begin to look as if they had improved, 
there will come the period of greatest dan- 
ger. Tha precautions taken are almost 
useless, according to Dr. Senn. He says: 

‘In justice to the camp, I want to say 
that almost none of the sickness among the 
soldiers up to the present time and none 
of the deaths have been due to the condi- 
tions which now prevail here, or have in 
the past. Sickness has been almost entire- 
ly l:mited to fevers contracted in the 
south and the death rate would have been, 
much more than now had the men remain- 
ed in the south instead of being breught 
here. 

‘The change of climate lessened the ef- 
fects of the fevers and improved the con- 
dition of the men. As a consequence, the 
only sickness which can be attributed to 
this camp is dysentery or lesser troubles, 
which may have been caused by the 
change of diet or water. 

“So far none of the fever has been indig- 
enous to the camp, but if the men remain 
they will certainly be attacked with ty- 
phoid fever. This will be due to the germs 
which they will get in the water. For a 
time this camp will?be a healthy one, but 
in-a few weeks the typhoid fever germs 
from the sinks and cess pools, now scat- 
tered so thickly about, will permeate the 
earth and contaminate the water supply. 

“To make this place healthy we should 
have a system of drainage which would 
carry away all these germs, but to build 
such would cost a large sum, owing to 
the extent of the camp.”’

Dr. Senn was asked if he had brought 
his views to the attention of the surgeon

He Declares That Conditions Are Much 
More Favorable Than He Had 
Expected To Find There. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., August 30.—Govern- 
or Black was scen tonight by an Associated 
Press representative and was asked as to 
the conditions as he found them in the 
camps of the New York regiments, as well 


as those at division hospitals. 
Governor Black gave the following inter- 


view: 

“My impression,’ said Governor Biack, 
“of the opti of the New York troops at 
Chickamauga park, is not half as vad as 
I had é@xpected it would be, The unfavora- 
ble condition of the camp and hospitals 
has, beyond qa doubt, been very greatly 
x erated by the press. 
. Phe divisio hospital, in which the sick 
soldiers of the Ninth New York infantry 
are quartered, is certainly in a very bad 
condition. The present state of this hospital 
ougnt never to have been permitted to ex- 
ist. and should be corrected at once. 

“T think that the troops at Chickamauga 
park should have been moved long before 
anv sickness broke out’ in the ranks. 

“The Sternberg hospital is in excellent 
condition, I do not see that it can be 
made any better. It is admirable both in 
plan and management. AS to the New York 
troops at Chickamauga, I mean to take as 
many home to”~New York as I can. I shall 
also endeavor to have aS many mustered 
out as possible, and those that I cannot 
have mustered out, I will employ every 
erdeavor to have moved to northern camps 
at the earliest possible date. 

“The hospitals of thé EHighth and Four- 
teenth New York regiments are much bet- 
ter in every particular than the one in 
which the sick of the-NMinth New York in- 
fantry are quartered.”’ 

The case of Private Numns, of the ambu- 
lance company, who Was transferred from 
the Ninth New York, was reported to the 
governor by Captain O’Connor, of company 
A, Ninth New York, and was reported by

The president will spend a couvle of 
days in camp at Mortauk Point and Camp 
Vikoff, so as to correctly inform himself 
as to the condition of affairs and the truth 
of the reports that have been circulated 
by personal observation and contact with 
the men, 1A Ame 

The presidential party will be at Colonel 
Myron T. Herrick’s residence on Euclid 
Heights in this city uwrtil Thursday morn- 
ing, when it leaves far Canton. Big prepa- 
rations have been made to receive the pres- 
ident and Mrs. McKinley there by their 
old friends and neighbors and the people 
in Canton in general. It was the intention 
to make the occasion a civie jubilee. All 
this, however, will now be reduced in a 
measure from the fact that the president 
and party will only be in Canton for two 
or three hours and will then take a train 
for New York. Undoubtedly the president 
will be given a royal welcome during his 
short stay in Canton. 

On the eastern trip, which is part of the 
programme outlined, the presidential party 
will hardly stop longer at New York than 
will be necessary to catch a train for 

Camp Wikoff and Montauk Point. The 
president will probably be in carnp at these 
two places on Friday and Saturday, leaving 
Mrs. McKinley in New York city, whither 
he will return to spend Sunday and then 
go back to Washington. The trip from 
Canton to New York will be made over the 
Penns$lvania road, departing from Canton 
during the afternoon of Thursday. 


FOUR SUSPICIOUS CASES FOUND. 


Mississippi State Health Officers Send 
Out a Report. 

Vicksburg, Miss., August 30.—A telephone 
message to The Herald tonight from Jack- 
son says Dr. H. A. Gant, state health in- 
spector, tonight reported to the state board 
of health that he has discovered four cases 
of what appears to be yellow fever at Or- 
wood, a small village in Lafayette county. 
Orwood has been quarantined and the cases 
isolated and guarded at a house in the

Telegrams were sent by the state board 
to the boards of health of all the southern 
states and inspectors placed on all the 
trains on the I-linois Central road. The au- 
thorities are confident that the disease wil! 
not secure a foothold in view of the pre- 
caution taken. 


THIRD CASE AT FRANKLIN. 


Texas Health Officer Informed cf Yel- 
low Fever in Louisiana. 


Austin, Tex., August 30.—Assistant State 
Health Officer Daniel today received infor- 
mation to the effect that a third ease of 
yellow fever had appeared at Franklin, 
La., the victim being the physician who 
waited on the cage of Hobson, who was the 
first person to develop the fever at that 
point this season with fatal results. 

The nurse also died. 

Dr. Daniels also received information to- 
day that the fever ig raging at Tampico, 
Mexico, in a virulent form, 75 per cent of 
the cases having been’ fatal.

NINE HUNDRED MEN MEET INn- 
STANT DEATH. 


Gunboat Compelled To Cut Loose from 
Vessels It Was Pulling Toward 
the City of Manila. 


Tacoma, Wash., August 30.—The Hong 
Kong Daily Press is authority for the 
Statement that 900 Spaniards, including six- 
teen privates, lost their lives several weeks 
ago when the Spanish gunboat Leyte was 
captured by a vesse] belonging to Admi- 
ral Dewey’s squadron. The Leyte has been 
stationed in an adjoining island where the 
insurgents were numerous and aggressive 
The latter were gatning ground rapidly, 
causing 900 Spaniards to board these sail- 
ing vessels in an lendeavor to escape from 
the naiivés “who would massacre them. 

ING “Zunboat Leyte undertook to tow 
tnese three transports to Manila bay, where 
the Spaniards aboard them were to surren- 
der to Admiral Dewey if they did not suc- 
weed in landing somewhere and reaching 
Manila under cover of darkness. After 
the Leyte had towed them down Pampan- 
gas river some distance along thecoast, a 
heavy storm came up, making it necessary 
for the gunboat to cut her tows loose and 
proceed to Manila for assistance. Before 
getting there she was captured by the 
Americans next day and an American ves- 
se] was dispatched to find the three trans- 
ports, but failed to discover any Arace of 
tnem. 

The natives on the adjoining coast say 
they saw nothing o¥ any vessels. The 
Hong Kong Press finally reached the con- 
clusion that the vessels foundered with all 
on board. 

The Chinese emperor has issued an edict 
that European and American missionaries 
and their converts in his empire be fully 
protected. He says that in this respect all 
Chinese officials have heretofore been dere- 
lict. He issues this edict as a fina] warn- 
ing, and declares his determination that 
there shall be no more riots. 

Japanese papers announce that all ex- 
port duties now imposed in Japan are to 
be gradually abolished with the object of 
increasing foreign trade. 


GOES AFTER CRUISER ALBANY. 


Sister Ship to the New Orleans Bought 
from Brazil Will Come Home. 
Washington, August 30.—Now that hostil- 
ities are over, the United States is at lib- 
erty to receive from the British builders 
the fine cruiser Albany, sister ship to the 
New Orleans, which was one of the two 
acquired from Brazil just prior to the out- 

break of the war, 

Acting Secretary Allen today ordered

“COOKS AND HOMESICKNESS.” 


Major Hayes Tells What’s tie latter 


with the Soldiers. 

Cleveland, O:, August 30.—Major Webb C. 
Hayes, son: of the late President Hayes, 
who is said to be the only volunteer offi- 
cer that served in both the Cuban and 
Porto Rican campaigns, is accompanying 
President McKinley on his present trip. 

Major Hayes, when asked what he 
thougnt of the charges of starvation from 
the regiments at the front, said: 

“Look at me. Do I look starved? I 
lived on the same rations as the soldiers 
and have grown fieshy on that fare, 

“I may be wrong, but in my opinion the 
greatest cause for complaint is summed up 
in ‘cooks and homesickness.’ The govern- 
ment purchased bountifully of all needed 
supplies. That there was some misman- 
agement is impossible to deny. But offi- 
cial investigation will show it was a case 
of ‘cooks and homesickness’ that crippled 
the army and packed the hospitals.” 

Major Hayes has proposed a plan to the 
chief executive looking toward the reorgan- 
ization of the national guard under mili- 
tary law. 

The plan provides that the president shall 
appoint an adjutant general for each state; 
that as many militia shall be raised in 
each state as circumstances require, and 
that all officers of such militia shall be 
nominated by the governors of the various 
states. They would then be under the di- 
rection of the national government and 
much of the difficulty experienced when 
the guard was called into service for the 
Spanish war will be obviated. 


THEY WILL PASS ON PROMOTIONS 


Board of Highest Naval Officers Will 
Convene. 

Washington, August 30.—The acting sec- 
retary of the navy today appointed a board 
composed of officers of the highest rank 
to meet at the navy department to con- 
sider and report upon all cases of officers 
deserving of reward for specially merito- 
rious services during the war with Spain 
other than those officers whose services 
have been already recognized by promo- 
tion.

TRE PRNSIDEAT WILL TAKE A HAND 


Officials Incline to the Opinion That 
Miles Made Public Official Dis- 
patches and His Conduct Has 
Been Prejudicial to Dis- 
cipline of Army. 


Washington, August 30.—When General 
Miles returns to Washington he will be 
asked for an explanation of recent inter- 
views appearing with him and the publica- 
tion of certain dispatches -which the war 
department has not made public. 

Whether the investigation wiil take 
the course of a military court of in- 
-quiry or of a private interview be- 
tween the president, secretary of war 
and General Miles remains yet to be 
seen. 

Until the arrival of General Miles the 
War department will not discuss the mat- 
ter. Secretary Alger says that the depart- 
ment will nof enter into any controversy 
with its subordinates and he does not pro- 
pose to discuss matters affecting General 
Miles during his absence. 

The department is of the opinion that 
General Miles made public the dispatches 
of the secretary, General Shafter and him- 
self, published this morning. Such action 
it regards as a breach of military regula- 
tions, but no military court can secure 
proof that General Miles made public the 
dispatches if he and the person to whom 
they were furnished refuse to give the in- 
formation, as several military trials have 
made it settled law that no military court 
can compel a civilian to testify if he does 
not want to. 

General Miles also may be called 
to account for the interviews with him 
as, unless disavowed, they would place 
him in the attitude of criticising his 
superior officers and subject him to 
military discipline. 

The publication of the dispatches, taken 
together with previous interviews in The 
Kansas City Star, were the topic of con- 
versation among officers of the war depart- 
ment,-and already there is a disposition 
. by some to take sides in the matter, ‘While 
Others deplore the conditions as tending 
to lower the tone of the army and to du 
irreparable injury to the service. 

It is expected the controversy will 
_ extend to both houses of congress and 
it is feared will have an adverse effect 
upon legislation which will be asked 
to better the army. 

It js generally understood that the regu- 
lar force will have to be largely increased, 
at least until the conquered islands are 
- disposed of, and it is feared that legisla- 
_.tion in this direction will be hampered 
' By the inevitable controversy between the 
sectetary of war and the general com- 
-manding the army.

SOUTHBOUND BONDS TO BE SOLD. 


Arrangements with a Baltimore Syn- 
dicate About Complete. 


Savannah, Ga., August 4.—(Special.)—Ne- 
gotiations which have been under way 
for some time with a syndicate in Balti- 
more are about completed, and the outlook 
is that within the next two or three days 
the bonds of the Southbound railroad held 
in escrow by the Mercantile Trust Com- 
pany, of that city, to secure a loan made 
to the Savannah Construction Company 
will be sold at about 75 cents on the dollar.

GOVERNMENT MAY SELL LINES. 


Wires Being Erected in Porto Rico Can

General Weyler’s statement was made to 
a& committee of the Weyler Club, which 
called upon him this morning at Palma, 
Majorea, where he is staying. This even- 
ing he expects to speak before a club con- 
vention. It is represented that the general 
is returning to politics in response to many 
appeals from Spain and from abroad, and 
it is added that he will attend the sessions 
of the cortes and expound his views as to 
the causes of the war disasters. | 

The substance of General Weyler’s decla- 
ration to the Weyler Club is as follows: 

The general intends to advocate a sweep- 
ing policy of rehabilitation of the govern- 
ment.

On the 
whole, he was satisfied the men were very 
much better off than were the soldiers in 
the civil war. 

This last view was confirmed by Sena- 
tor Allen, of Nebraska. He said the main 
complaint among the men was their en- 
forced detention at the camps instead of 
being sent to the front. So far as their 
physical condition was concerned, while 
the men had suffered a good deal at Camp 
Thomas, so far as he could judge from 
his own experience in the civil war, they 
were certainly no worse off than the sol- 
diers then engaged.

Indians Do Not Know the Actual Pro- 
visions of the Curtis Biil. 

Fort Smith, Ark., August 30.—There is 
Great anxiety in the Cherokee nation, re- 
sulting from the condition of affairs 
brought about by the passage of the Curtis 
bill. It appears that various constructions 
have been placed on different sections of 
the law, and as a result property owners 
do not know where they stand. 

The law provides that improved property 
shall be appraised and afterwards may be 
bid in by the present owner at half the 
appraised value, All unimproved property 
is to be lumped and allotted. As a result 
of this provision many Cherokees began 
erecting buildings on their unimproved 
property in order to hold it. 

It now appears that the law applies only 
to property improved before the Curtis bill 
was passed, and the Cherokees who have 
been rushing the work of making improve- 
ments are _troubled over the situation.

regard to Camp Wikoff I have written an 
article embodying all my views, which will 
be printed in a medical journal. The arti- 
cle is over my signature and will be re- 
ported to the authorities at Washington, 
I am sure. 

“Then I will be asked about and will*em- 
phasize my opinions. I want you to re- 
iterate that unless this samp is cleared 
out within six weeks it will be the wost 
infected place in the United States. The 
soil will be permeated with typhoid fever 
and an epidemic will follow. It will be 
worse than it has been at any time in 
Chickamauga. 

‘In regard to that camp, I want to say 
that I warned the Washington authorities 
before the soldiers were sent there of the 
danger which would result from massing 
a body of men there. I told them that the 
water supply was insufficient. There were 
not enough springs and the use of river 
water would result in typhoid fever. My 
protests went umneeded. The result was 
shown when I was in Porto Rico with 
General Miles. 

“Almost the first men sent him were 
from Chickamauga. They were run down 
and half sick when they arrived. They 
were in no condition to stand the southern 
elimate. General Miles noted their weak- 
ness, and I told him the cause of it. I 
asked him to notify the Washington au- 
thorities and have the Chickamauga camp 
broken up. He did so at once, and the 
evacuation of the place followed. 

“IT -want to say that as bad as Chicka- 
mauga was this place will soon be far 
worse. 

“Within three weeks all the disease con- 
tracted in Cuba will be cured. After that 
there will be no sickness in this camp ex- 
cept what is indigenous to it—but the 
death rate will be vastly greater than it 
is now. The men with sickness will die 
from the typhoid fever which will inevit- 
ably follow. 

“Unless this camp is broken up within 
six weeks I. predict that it will be instead 
of a ‘recuperation os a ‘horror camp,’ 
worthy to rank with the infamous pest- 
holes of the civil war.”

AN) THE MAN IN THE LINE. 


Editor Constitution—A veritable heart- 
felt appreciation is felt by the thousands 
of Constitution readers because of Mr. 
Sawtell’s manly expose of the insulting 
language used by an officer to the soldiers 
in his company. I have seen no denial yet, 
and to an old soldier it is incomprehensible, 
especially that the -captain could stand 


by and permit such language to a subor-

While your correspondent has nothing to 
do with this matter “per se,” it ap- 
proaches a growing evil, if all we read and 
hear be true; then it is alike of interest to 
all Americans, , 

1. Does our volunteer system take gen- 
tlemen as private soldiers? 1 know many. 

2. Will gentlemen submit to wanton in- 

sults? 
“During two years of the civil war your 
correspondent was a private in the infan- 
try service, was placed as a boy under a 
wholesome discipline, rigid but just. Dur- 
ing the last two years of the war I was a 
member of the naval department, under 
Captain John R. F. Tatnall, where the dis- 
ciplime was tense in its severity, a perfect 
school for the soldier marine, yet during 
these four years I never heard an officer 
use such language to his men as is at- 
tributed to this officer in Camp Northen 
at Griffin, Ga. 

Indeed, I have reason to believe that the 
men would not have submitted to such in- 
sult. True it is that in the school of mak- 
ing soldiers, or in the. service for which 
soldiers volunteer there can arise no cause 
nor excuse for such want of thought In an 
officer. 

When our young men enter the service 
of their country in time of danger, it is 
under a pure patriotic spirit. a sentiment 
considered in all ages as the holiest aspira- 
tion of human intelligence. He is no hire- 
ling, this gentleman private soldier, but 
leaves a respectable home, respectable and 
often lucrative employment for love of his 
country to serve his country. Therefore 
he must mot be subjected to insult. Should 
this new-fangled uppishness prevail, could 
we expect respectable men to volunteer? 
Let the call be ever so urgent, respecta- 
ble men could not place themselves in so 
false a position.

THE GZAR’S PLAN 


Senator Says wach Good Might Come Oat 
of the Conference. 


HE THINKS KINDLY OF IT 
Minnesotian Declares Standing Armies 
Would Not Be Wiped Out. 


ALL THE WEAK WATIONS ARE FOR IT 


Nicholas’s Proposition To Have a Big 
Peace Talk Meets with Warm 
Support. 


Chicago, August 30.—Senator Cushman K. 
Davis, of Minnesota, a member of the 
peace commission, stopped in this city a 
few hours while en route to his home in 
St. Paul, where he expects to remain and 
rest until September 17th, when the com- 
mission sails for Europe. When asked for 
his opinion of the probable success of the 
ezar for a disarmament conference, he 


said: 

“While the obstacles in the way of the 
abandonment of the standing armies seem 
almost insurmountable, still it would not 
be at all a surprised if very material good 
could be accomplished by a conference of 
the kind proposed. It might not result in 
the reduction of the standing armies, but 
it would be a step toward that goal and it 
might have side results which would be of 
the greatest value. 

“The czar has done a great thing in put- 
ting forth his suggestion. While Russia 
would undoubtedly benefit greatly by the 
change, I believe the czar’s motives are 
not in any sense selfish, and that he is 
perfectly sincere in his desire to bring 
about benefits to all the European nations. 
The Russian imperial familyehas always 
had a vein of humanitarianism and even of 
sentimentalism in matters of reform, and 
its achievements have been very great in 
some [ines. 

“It is, of course, very hard to say what 
the proposed conference would accomplish. 
England would gain by disarming and 
would undoubtedly work hard for itt. The 
smaller and weaker nations are being 
forced to bankruptcy and ruin by the ar- 
mies they feel forced to maintain. They 
may have to reduce their forces to keép 
in existence, whether there is any general 
agreement or not. Russia is. so protected 
by its barrier of ice and snow behind it 
and by the character of its people, that it 
could afford to disarm. Certainly it would 
want to avold fighting until its great mill- 
tary road across Siberia is completed. 

“The eastern question is very serious and 
may at any time lead to trouble. So many 
of the elements of it require delicate treat- 
ment that I do not see how the nations 
interested can afford to disarm until they 
have a good basis fr action in this field. 
Guarantees of good faith will be needed if 
some form if disarmament is to be accom- 
plished and now they are to be given it is 
difficult to see. I do not think that an in- 
ternational court of arbitration would nec- 
essarily be involved in the disarmament 
plan, but the conference may open a way 
to such a bit of progress.”’ 

England Approves, France Condemns. 

Londcn, August 31.—John Morley, liberal 
member of parliament and former chief 
secretary of Ireland, Sir John Lubbock, 
the distinguished scientist and liberal-un- 
ionist member of parliament, and many 
Other men of poSition in the political and 
scientific world, have expressed their ap- 
proval of the czar’s plan. 

The St. PeterSburg correspondent of The 
Times says: 

“Count Muravieff, the Russtan foreign 
minister, declares that the idea originated 
entirely with Emperor iWicholas. There 
is much skepticism in diplomatic circles 
as to any practical results from a confer- 
ence, and it is admitted on all sides that 
the circular came as the greatest surprise.”’ 

The Paris correspondent of The Times 
still insists that M. Faure and the French 
ministers knew nothing beforehand and 
tat the czar’s proposal] has plunged the 
entire official world into terrible embar- 
rasement and almost into stupefaction. 

“Everybody,” says M. de Blowitz, “Is 
asking with dismay what it means. It is 
a sad awakening for France, and her pa- 
pers are making an immense effort to re- 
strain their feeiings in the face of what 
ig regarded as Russian perfidy.’’ 
Germany Accepts Czar’s Invitation, 


Berlin, August 31.—The officia) Nord 
Deutsch Allegemeine Zeitung, believed to 
be inspired by rince Von Hohenlohe, the 
imperial] chaneellor, declares the willing- 
ness of Emperor William and Germany to 
accept the invitation to attend the con- 
gress as proposed by the Russian emperor. 

Credit Claimed for Kaiser. 

London, August 31.—The Daily Graphic 
says that Lord Salisbury, in 1883, communi- 
cated to Emperor Wiliiam a memorandum 
showing the tremendous cost of armed fu- 
rope. Emperor William was so impressed 
that he privately intmiated his intention to 
summon a disarmament congress. The 
semi-official] German press ventilated the 
idea, with the result that 60 much anxiety 
was revealed on the part of France that 
the kaiser abandoned the project.

Was 
not that life, as well as many others, 
needlessly sacrificed because of some- 
body’s blunder? 

If so, who is responsible? 
guilty ? a 

Had this young soldier been given 
proper food and nourishment while un- 
dergoing the ravages of fever, his life 
would have been spared. This country 
is rich, and there is not a man in it 
who would begrudge the expenditure of 
whatever ig necessary to take proper 
care of the soldiers. ‘Was it red tape, or 
was it incompetency that took this life 
and the others? 

Now come the members of the ‘“Pres- 
ident’s Own” regiment, the Eighth Ohlo, 
and charge that they, too, have been 
starved. Who is to blame? 

The impression is strong among those 
who have undergone the experience of 
soldiering in the tropics, and even those 
who were compelled to camp life in 
Florida, that the army ration is to a 
great extent at fault. These men claim 
that the food given the soldiers was ab- 
solutely unsuited to the needs of the 
men in guch climates; that the rations 
given out to them, while the assuaged 
hunger, furnished no nourishment, and 
that in consequence the men were in no 
condition to stand the hardships of the 
campaign about Santiago, 

Whether this theory is correct or not 
we do not pretend to know. We do 
know, however, that this army ration is 
another thing which should be investi- 
gated. If lives have been lost which, 
with ordinary preeaution and proper 
provisien could have been saved, the 
country wants to know where the blame 
should be placed.

One Proverb and Another. 
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At what age a man should retire and } 


give the younger generation a chance 
has long been a much mooted question. 
Because now and then an exceptional 
young man forges to the the front with 
some accomplishment which makes him 
notable beyond hig fellow men, the ten- 
dency of the critical has been to declare 
that each year the world looks more and 
more to its young men, and that the 
older ones should feel it a bounden 
duty to make way for ali the youngsters 
irrespective of talent or accomplishment. 
In other words, that this is becoming 
more and more a young man’s age. 

Once in awhile something turns up to 
demonstrate that age is not a mere mat- 
ter of years; that men who ought by al! 
the rules be old, are, in reality, as young 
and vigorous as many a score years 
their junior; and that, in short, it isn’t 
a question of years but of the individual 

We have been given a number of no- 
table evidences of this in the war with 
Spain. The St. Louis Globe-Democrat 
calls attention to this fact in connection 
with its declaration that ane of the 
things demonstrated by the war is that 
there are many notable exceptions to the 
old proverb “Old men for counsel and 
young men for war.” Indeed, The 
(Flobe-Democrat considers that the rule 
has been turned topsy-turvy. To 
strengthen its contention it recalls the 
fact that most of the men who have fig- 
ured at the head of things are nearing 
the age of retirement. Dewey, who 
should, of course, head the list, is sixty- 
one. General Wheeler will soon be six- 
ty-two. General Miles is fifty-nine, Ad- 
miral Sampson is fifty-eight and Admir- 
al Schley fifty-nine, while Fitz Hugh 
Lee is the oldest of the lot—sixty-three 
—though he doesn’t look it, Shafter 
and Lawton and Merritt are, allof them, 
veterans. 

A lot of the younger men have dis- 
tinguished themselves, of course, but 
a great part of the glory goes to the 
older men, who, by all the arguments 
of those upholding the progressiveness 
of youth, should not have been in it at 
all. They have, however, been decid- 
edly in it, and they have shown that 
they were not only counselors but fight-- 
ers. Dewey and Wheeler and Schley 
may, by al] the rules of those who make 
age a mere matter of years, be too old 
for war, but they have gloriously de- 
monstrated that they are as young as 
the youngest in activity and action. 

“A man’s as young as he feels” is a 
safer proverb than that cited above. It 
is as true as “a woman’s as young as 
she looks”—and nothing could be truer | 
than that.

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sort of infallibility which was acknowl- 
edged by their constituents, and thus 
was seen in the swinging about of vast 
bodies of -voters, professing certain prin- 
ciples, from one party to another, even to 
the making of an alliance with the brand 
of black republicanism local to North 
Carolina. Un Georgia, these leaders 
became so self-assertive that they did 
not even go through the appearance of 
asking a verdict upon their nominations 
Mr. Hogan, for instance, is running for 
governor of Georgia without ever hav- 
ing been voted for through a local pri- 
mary or a county convention. He stands 
simply and solely as the nominee of a 
few bosses who had gotten together and 
determined that there should be an op- 
position candidate in the ffeld. 

Thus it will be seen that this party 
had in its very vitals the seeds of dis- 
integration, because it was based upon 
the idea of the people against the auto- 
crats, and of the largest political liberty 
against caucus dictation, and yet its 
leaders reversed all this and assumed 
an authority which would never for a 
moment have been tolerated by any 
other party. The natural result has 
come about. The people at large, who 
made up the million of voters to which 
the populist ranks once reached, have 
largely returned to democracy, while the 
leaders have grown more rampant than 
ever, and in their desperation, are ready 
to trade in any direction which will 
promise them a little relief. It will be 
in Georgia as it has been in Alabama. 
When election day comes there will be 
no longer a populist host at the polls, 
to the discomfiture of the men who have 
too long traded upon the credulity and 
the earnestness of an unsuspecting peo- 
ple. 
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The Keystone Farce-Comedy. 

The so-called business elements of 
Pennsylvania are engaged in their an- 
nual farce of “downing” Matt Quay. As 
usual, Brother John Wanamaker is one 
of the chief participants in the exhibi- 
tion, which, by the way, is no more of a 
novélty than one of John’s marked-down 
sales. 

Brother John hag started the thing 
going by reviving his well and favora- 
bly known speech against the “in- 
famy and humiliation of machine rule 
over a free people,” and the anti-Quay 
organs have | again pronounced it a 
speech, which, when read, will make the 
continuation of machine rule in the Key- 
stone State impossible. The Phila- 
delphia Business Men’s League is again 
out in mighty array against the bad man 
from Beaver, and if it were not all an 
old song we might be persuaded that the 
“bad man” last mentioned had occasion 
to lose sleep.

‘The state has so long 
been republican that the corruptionists 
have had full sway, and the masses of 
the people, instead of rising and resent- 
ing the wholesale pillage conducted un- 
der the eloak of politics, seem eager to

As the great American. public begins to 
realize the necessity of sitting steady in 
the boat amid the storm of post- 
prandial war falk the assurance that

one thing likely to make the investigation 
of Secretary Alger something more than 
an official whitewashing expedition.

Wherever he gave ad- 
vice his advice was right. Whenever he 
signed his name to an order that order was 
for the good of his command. Mentally, 
morally and physically he was equipped for 
the supreme control of any army that the 
United States might put In the fleld and the 
man who wou!d attempt tu supersede him 
for political purposes can do no more now 
to correct the possible mistakes of history 
than to arraign him before a military tri- 
buna] to account for his published strictures 
on the administration of the war depart- 


ment, 
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As Miles sald, he did not reilleve General 
Shafter of the command of the Fifth army 
corps before Santiago. He came there with 
no ostentation, rode out to the (front 
through the mud, helped to arrange the de- 
tails of the surrerder, looked into minor 
matters and then went on to Porto Rico. I 
have already tola@ In The Constitution how 
he found the hospital at Siboney in such 
wretched condition after the burning of 
the buildings that the sick and wounded 
had no comforts and how he ordered the 
entire Twenty-fourth infantry there to po- 
lice the camp, writing the order on the 
bottom of a slip of paper containing Gen- 
era] Shafter’s refusal to detail even a single 
company for that purpose. But Miles no 
more relieved Shafter tnan a captain re- 
lieves a lHleutenant on duty as officer of the 
day. Their official relations were perma- 
nent, not temporary. As commander-in- 
chief Miles ruled alike in Cuba and in the 
Philippines and wherever the American 
arms were in action. 

His letters show this. Shafter’s response 
to some of the instructions sent him by 
Miles, reveaiing not only the plot at Wash- 
ington, but the writer’s own cringing soul, 
which lacked the courage to fully carry 
that plot out, read: 

Siboney, July 17, 1897, 8:48 p. m., re- 
ceived July 1s, 1898.—General Miles, on 
Board Yale: Letters and orders in 
reference to movement of camp re- 
ceived, and will be carried out. None is 
more anxious to get away from here 
than myself. It seems from future or- 
ders given me that you regard my 
forces as part of your command. Noth- 
ing wiil give me greater pleasure than 
serving you, general, and I shall comply 
with all your requests and directions, 
but I was told by the secretary that 
you were not to supersede me in com- 
mand here. I will furnish the informa- 
tion called for as to condition of com- 
mand to Gilmore, adjutant general, 
army headquarters. 

SHAFTER, Major General. 

And here is General Miles’s answer— 
cool, dignified and couched in language 
which shows that he was even then unwill- 
ing to admit that he knew the Michigan 
aggregation of office and money seekers 
had attempted to belittle him in the eyes 
of his countrymen: 

Playa del Este, July 18, 1898 (Guanta- 
namo), 11:30 a. m.—General Shafter: 
Telegram received; have no desire and 
have carefully avoided any appearance 
of superseding you. Your command is 
a part of the United States army, 
which I have the honor to command, 
having been duly assigned thereto and 
directed by the president to go wherever 
I thought my presence required und 
give such general directions as |] 
thought best concerning miiftary mat- 
ters, and especially directed to go to 
Santiago for a specific purpose. You 
will also notice that the orders of the 
secretary of war of July 13th left the 
matter to my discretion. I should re- 
gret that any event should cause either 
yourself or any part of your command 
to cease to be a part of mine. Very 
truly yours. NELSON A. MILES, 
Major General Commanding United 
States Army. 


Do not these two letters show the char- 
acter of the two men? Will they not count 
as evidence when General Miles is brought 
before a courtmartial to answer to the 
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respondents have written an’ indictment, 
charging that there has been wrong-doing 
in Washington, and they have told how 
the greatest problems of the Santiago 
campaign have been the overcoming of 
gross errors made by departmental offi-\ 
clals. The entire engineer corps was en- 
gaged for a week building pontoon bridges 
and cutting roads in order to transport 
General Shafter, and even then a buggy 
had to be built to carry him from place 
to place. Had General Joe Wheeler been 
born in Michigan we would have taken 
Santiago in four days. 4 

Here is what Julian Hawthorne has to 
Say about the war department in The New 
York Journal of Monday last: 


In common with some million others, 
I read in your paper of this date an in- 
terview with Mr, Alger, secretary of 
War, regarding the condition of things 
at Camp Wikoff and other camps, and 
in the snips which carried our men from 
Cuba hither. Mr. Alger said, among 
other things: “Investigations will not 
help matters any. Of course there have 
been mistakes—grave miS&takes. I re- 
alize that; we all realize it. But they 
are things of the past; we must give 
our attention to the important work at 
hand.’’ 

From what I have been able to gath- 
er of Mr. Alger’s character from his 
acts during the war, his remarks, as 
quoted, are just what I should have ex- 
pected of him. Whether he is corrupt 
or merely incompetent, it is not for me 
to say. I trust we shall all know be- 
fore long. But his own words show him 
to be as yet unconscious of the full se- 
riousness of his position and of the na- 
ture of the feeling in this country abeut 
what has been done and not done to our 
soldiers. He wants to smooth things 
over and hush tnem up. So does every 
One in any way concerned with the 
scandals and outrages that have occur- 
red. But the r@atives and friends of 
the soldiers who have suffered do not 
wish them smoothed over, hushed up 
or explained away. They want the guil- 
ty persons punished, peginning with the 
head of the war department, if he be 
guilty and going down to the steward 
of the Mobile, if he be guilty. When I 
Say “the friends and relatives of the 
soldiers,’’ I mean of course every hon- 
est man in the country. Mr. Alger says 
implicitly, that should the truth about 
these outrages come out America would 
be discredited. But our people have 
never believed that the credit which 
comes from hiding crimes is worth hav- 
ing. The credit they value is that of 
fixing crime on its perpet#ator and pun- 
ishing him according to law. If there 
are rotten places in our community 
they want them shown up and cut out 
not enameled over and denied. They 
desire health, not hypocrisy. And they 
would rather see a thousand scoun- 
drels, cowards and incompetents hang- 
ed, shot or sent to jai or other dis- 
grace than go before the world with a 
clean bill of health which is a lie They 
care not whether the office of tha culprit 
be high or low; let him suffer impar- 
tial justice for proved cause.

Sale of the Assets of the Defunct Firm 
Is Confirmed. ) 


ASSETS GRADUALLY GROWING INTO CASH 


Receiver Hirsch Makes His Report to 
the Court Showing What Has 
Been Done. 


JUDGE LUMPKIN CONFIRMED THE 
sale of the stock of the Moody & Brewster 
establishment yesterday afternoon. Attor- 
neys for the firm and the creditors appear- 
ed before him and the sale of the goods 
proved satisfactory to all parties. 

Receiver Hirsch made ‘his report showing 
the notes that were held by and those that 
were payable to Moody & Brewster. A 
lively argument took place over the man- 
ner in which the notes should be collected. 
This was especially the case over the 
farmers’ notes. These notes are held by 
the firm and were given to Moody & 
Brewster by the merchants to whom the 
former had sold guano. 

The method under which Moody & Brew- 
ster conducted their guano business re- 
ceived notes was about as follows: They 
would sell to the merchants a quantity of 
guano, the firm would take the merchants’ 
notes, the merchant would sell the guano 
to the farmers and planters, who would 
give notes on their crops to the merchants. 
The farmers’ notes, as they were called, 
were given to Moody & Brewster as col- 
lateral for the merchants’ notes. It was 
found by the receiver that Moody & Brew- 
Ster borrowed money from a number of 
banks in Atlanta and elsewhere and gave 

merchants’ notes as security for the 
Dyrrowed money, retatning the farmers’ 
notes, 

Among the assets of the firm was a large 
number of these kind of notes, and who 
Should collect them was a question in the 
court yesterday afternoon. By the attor- 
heys for the defendants it was suggested 
that the notes and contracts be turned 


-—@ver to the banks for collection. This was. 


Strongly objected to by the attorneys for 
the receiver. Mr. Jack Spalding said that 
he could not understand why it was that 
the banks and the defendants 1n the litiga- 
tion over Moody & Brewster were always 
together. He said as the banks were cred- 
itors they had no right to the notes, but on 
the other hand should be brought into 
court and made to deliver up what notes 
they held and all the contracts and let 
the receiver proceed with the collections. 

Mr. Rosser, Mr. Gray and others asked 
that the banks be allowed to collect the 
Hotes, 

Judge Lumpkin stated that te would 
Srant an order allowing those banks that 
have been made parties to the litigation 
to collect any notes they may have and 
that the receiver should be instructed to 
deliver to these banks the notes and con- 

' tracts now in his possession in order to 
facilitate the work. 

The money thus collected will not be used 
oF appropriated by the banks to liquidate 
their indebtedness against the firm, but 
Will be held and at the proper time make

Now that the Reunion Association, which | 
is a strong organization and one of the 
most prominent in the state, has taken 
the question in hand. the abbey seems as- 
sured. The committee to be appointed by 
General Evans to work for the abbey and 
make arrangements for it will be composed 
of members of the association. They will 
be men who are deeply interested in tha 
project and who will give their time and 
attention to it. 

It is believed by the veterans that the 
abbey will be a grand success and that it 
will, in time, prove to be one of the most 
interesting as well as one of the most im- 
portant historical institutions in the state. 

In different portions of the state there 
are any number of important relics and 
records of the civil war, and these are 
owned by~ people who would not send them 
out of the state, but would be glad to place 
them in a battle abbey in Georgia. It is 
relics and records of this kind that the com- 
mittee. will collect for the Georgia battle 
abbey. 

It is recognized that the preservation of 
things of this kind in Georgia has been 
sadly neglected and the need of an institu- 
tion of this kind has been felt. 

In speaking of the matter yesterday a 
prominent veteran said: 

“Tl am glad that the association took 
steps looking to the opening of a battle 
abbey. It will prove to be a place of un- 
usual importance and interest. Here the 
children and grandchildren of the men who 
took part in the civil strife will be able to 
go and view the relics and records of the 
brave deeds of their fathers and grand- 
fathers. Future generations will have 
this before them to remind them of what 
bravery and heroism marked the lives of 
their ancestors and it will teach them a 
valuable lessor in the love of their coun- 
try. There may be some slight difficulty 
in obtaining the relics, but from my ex- 
perience I believe persons having relics of 
the kind desired will be glad to put them 
in a place where they will be of benefit 
and will be carefully preserved.” 

This seems to be the feeling among the

“This evil willl have to be corrected by 
the legislature, or if they fail to correct it, 
our citizéns will have to cut down the as- 
sessment on the value of their property 
in proportion to that given in by the bal- 
ance of the staté.l surely ‘am unwilling 
for the citizens of Fulton county to put 
the value of their property on such a high 
plane as wii] force them io pay one-sevyenth 
of the state taxes. If: we cannot get relief 
otherwise, I advise that this entire question 
be taken up by our citizens in mass meet- 
ing or otherwise, so that a plan may be 
devised and a uniform scale adopted as to 
the return of property for taxation by our 
citizens in future, 

“The time has come for action in this 
direction, and the longer we delay the 
greater the injustice grows. 

“I am not in favor of the tremendous 
levy for school purposes for the negroes at 
the expense of the white citizens of the 
state. It is high time that the pockets of 
the white people should have a rest so far 
as educating the negroes are concerned. 
Why not allow alj the taxes paid by the 
negroes go to educate them, and the tafes 
raised from the white people go to main- 
tain their public schools? 

“The board of county commissioners have 
nothing to do with fixing the state tax, as 
that is done by the governor. The only 
tax rate that the commissioners can name 
is that for Fulton county, and this rate 
will be lower than that of last year.’

One Hundred and Fifty-Fifth Regi- 
ment Will Pass Through Today. 


THE REGIMENT A FULL ONE 


Yesterday Morning the Third Ohio 
Boys Passei Through on Their

During the last of this week several reg- 
iments of General Coppinger’s corps, which 
has been ordered to bredk camp at Fer- 
nandina, Fla., will pass through Atlanta 
on the way to the new camp at Huntsville, 
Ala. 

Today the One Hundred and Fifty-fifth 
Indiana volunteers, the second regimen? 
of the corps at Fernandina to leave, will 
eome through the city over the Southern 
railway. ‘The Indiana volunteers will ar- 
rive in Atlanta eariy this morning and only 
a few minutes will be spent at the Mc- 
Daniel street station before leaving for 
Chattanooga, the next stopping place of 
the regiment. 

The One Hunared and Fifty-fifth Indiana 
comes in four trains of sixteen coaches 
each, with a supply train, in which is car- 
ried all the equipments and camping out- 
fit of the regiment. The supply train will 
reach the city this morning at 5 o'clock 
and the sections with the troops will fol- 
low at an interval of an hour between 
each section. 

The Indiana regiment is one of the vol- 
unteer commands that has been recruited 
to its full number, having over 1,200 men 
in the ranks. It is reported to be one of 
the best drilled and equipped regiments 
in General Coppinger’s corps and makes 
a splendid showing in dress parade. 

Yesterday morning at an early hour the 
Third Ohio regiment reached the city over 
the Southern railway from Fernandina and 
was held near the outskirts of the city 
for several hours, Waiting for repairs to 
be made to the trains and for a supply of 
water to be put.in all the coaches.

AT POST HOSPITAL 


Lientenant Bradley, of the Fifth, Died ef 
Fever Yesterday. 


JUST JOINED HIS REGIMENT 


Taken Ill at Tampa, Fla., and Brought 
to Atlanta Two Weeks Ago. 


HIS CONDITION GRADUALLY GREW WORSE 


Lieutenant Bradley Lived in New York 
and His Body Will Be Embalmed 
and Sent to His Home. 


LIEUTENANT JOHN D. BRADLEY, OF 
the Fifth infantry, who has been lingering 
in a precarious condition in one of the 
wards of the post hospital at Fort Mc- 
Pherson for two weeks, died yesterday 
morning at 10 o'clock. 

ithe young ollicer was one of the new ap- 
pointees of the government, and was never 
at tne military school] at West Point. Re- 
ceiving his appointment, he was ordered 
to report to Colonel Freeman, commanding 
the Fifth régiment at Tampa, Fla., but 
before his command could embark for San- 
tiago, Lieutenant Bradley was taken ill 
with typhoid fever, and was kept for sev- 
era} days in the hospital In Tampa. 

Tne officer was brought to Fort Mce- 
Pherson on the first hospita] train to leave 
for this point, and since his arrival he has 
been given the best of nursing and atten- 
110n. “jttlh: could be done for him, how- 
ever, 3 the physicians, as the symptoms 
of his case were complicated. His temper- 
ature at times indicated improvement, but 
it was noticeable soon that the ravages of 
typhoid fever had unbalanced his mind, and 
yesterday after examining the sick man’s 
eondition, Major Taylor expressed the opin- 
ion that he could not live but a few hours 
longer. 

At the time of the officer’s death he was 
attended by Major Taylor and two of the 
trained nurses, and the end, which was 
known to be inevitable, came without a 
pain or anguish. 

Lieutenant Bradley came from Brews- 
bury, Chatauqua, county New York, where 
his father lives at present. He has a 
brother, a volunteer major surgeon, who 
‘has command of the hospital ship Relief. 

Shortly after the death of Lieutenant 
Bradley the authorities of the post sent 
a telegram to the father of the deceased, 
informing him of his son’s death, and ask- 
ing him what disposition should be made 
of the body. Up to a late hour yesterday 
afternoon no answer had been received 
from the parent of the dead officer, but the 
surgeons at the hospital have determined 
to nave the body embalmed, and in all 
probability it will be sent in a few hours to 
the home of Mr. Bradley in New York. 

Little is known of Lieutenant Bradley at 
Fort McPhersot, sincé he came to the post 
for the first time on the hospital train 
some two weeks ago, and only being re- 
rently appointed, he was unknown to all 
of the officers of the Fifth regiment now at 
Fort McPherson. He was at first mista- 
ken for Lieutenant John L. Bradley, of the 
Mrih int.*cy, Who graduated from West 
Point in 1291, aid was recently promoted to 
the Fifth from the Fourteenth infantry.

Colonel Hall Thinks the Exposition 
Grounds a Good Camp Site.

THE BOARD MEETS AGAIN THIS MORNING 


With the Committee of Officers Went 
Several Atlantians To Show the 
Visitors Over the Park. 


- — 


THD INSPECTION BOARD, CONSIST- 
ing of Colonel John Simpson, Colonel 
Cleary and Major Walker, appointed by 
the commanding officer of the department 
of the gulf to make a thorough investiga- 
tion of tde grounds an@ buildings of Pied- 
mont park with the idea of making the 
place an army camp, visited the park yes- 
terday afternoon in company with several 
prominent citizens of Atlanta. 

Two hours were spent by the board in 
going over the buildings and inspecting 
the facilities of the piace for accommodat- 
ing a '!arge body of soldiers. Every detail 
connected with the sanitary state of the 
grounds was considered and the sewerage, 
put in at great expense at the time of the 
exposition, was found to be still in excel- 
lent condition and fully adequate for all 
the demands of an army camp. 

In regard to the buildings in which it is 
proposed to house the troops it seemed to 
be the opinion of the board that they were 
large enough ‘for the accommodation of as 
many ag 12,000 troops, but several of the 
structures were found to need repairing 
badly. 

Accompanying the officers from the de- 
partment of the gulf were Messrs. E. C. 
Peters, H. H. Cabaniss, Albert Steiner, 
Joseph Thompson, B. F. Walker and Dr. 
H. L. Wilson. The committee of citizens 
showed the officers every attention while 
they were at the park and personallv 
conducted them over the grounds and 
buildings. 

Lake a Splendid A*traction. 

The large lake covering several acreg in 
the center of the park was the feature 
that impressed the board more than any 
other, as the great objection to most 
of the camps at which troops are now 
located is that the water supply is de- 
ficient. 

For bathing purposes the lake will. be 
an attraction to the soldiers and it is 
understood that no objection will be of- 
fered by the management of the park, 
should the government see fit to accept 
it for a camp, to the troops using the lake 
for this purpose. 

Every building in the grounds will be 
turned over to the soldiers, with the ex- 


ception of the woman's buiiding, which , 


has already been disposed of by the park 
management, 

Although every member of the board 
seemed pleased with the visit to Piedmont 
park, none of them would express an 
opinion before conéulting together, “but it 
is practically certain that the report which 
is to be forwarded at once to the secretary 
of war will recommend the exposition 
grounds in the strongest terms. 

The board met yesterday afternoon in 
the office of Colonel Cleary, where the 
details of the inspection were gone over. 
Another meeting will be held this morning, 
and at its conciusion a written report 
wiil be drawn up and sent to the war 
department through General Pennington, 

Members of Board Talk. 

In regard to the inspection, Colonel Simp- 
son, chairman cf the boari, would say 
notring beyond the statement that he was 
Pleas21] with the visit to the park. 

Colonel Cleary said: 

“We found the »uildings, or most of 
them, in good cundition, but if the park 
is accepted as an army camp repairs will 
have to be made in some of tne structures. 
The lake in the center of the grounds 
is uncoubledly a great advantage to have 
in such a camp 4as it is proposed to make 
af the piace, 

“I could not say yet without the full 
concurrence of the other membérs of the 
board wmat the tenor of our report wil 
be, but at the meeting to be held in the 
morning the ground wiil be gone over again 
fully and the report formulated witnout 
further waste of time.”’

WICKERSHAM IS A HARD HITTER 


A Lieutenant Cursed Railroad Men 
and the Superintendent Knock- 
ed Him Down. 


THE SOUTHERN RAILWAY IS CALL- 
ing in all of its old stock of tickets and 
is replacing them with new forms. In 
offices. like its city ticket office and the 
union station ticket office here in Atlanta 
the work of making the change {fs long and 
tedious. Every ticket has to be recorded 
two or three times and the old tickets 
must be checked up. Altogether, it is a 
job which ticket agents hate to see come 
around, but, of course, it has to be done 
from time to time. 

The fire which destroyed the electric 
fighting plant in Washington a few months 
ago also got into the Southern’s bulild- 
ing and burned some of its records. This 
is said to be one of the reasons for call- 
ing in the old tickets over the system 
and replacing them with unform stock. 


The Sixty-ninth New York volunteers, 
who were in the Louisville and Nashville 
wreck near Birmingham, were very ugly 
to the railroad men. Yesterday’s Consti- 
tution told how they treated Dave Brown, 
the road’s special agent. 

Last week a lieutenant of a Pennsylva- 
nia company at Chickamauga made a 
sweeping denunciation of all railroad men. 
Superintendent Wickersham, of the Ala- 
bama Great Southern, was there, hurry- 
ing up the movement of trains, The lieu- 
tenant applied an odious epithet to rail- 
way men, and Wickersham knocked him 
down. The other officers who were stand- 
ing around seemed to think that the lieu- 
tenant got what he deserved. Superenten- 
dent Wickersham is a Pennsylvanian 
himself. 


It has been a puzzle to railway men to 
know where some of the wild reports re- 
cently in circulation started, There was 
that one about Mr. Culp, traffic manager 
of the Southern. It was said that he was 
going to the Loutsville and Nashville. He 
is not going to do anything of the kind. 

Then there was a report that President 
Thomas, of the Nashvitle, Chattanooga 


and St. Louis, was to resign. That was 
pure tmagination. Another report said 
that General Freight Agent Knox, of the 
same system, intended to resign shortly. 
There was nothing in that either. 

But where all these rumors and others, 
too, which have been in circulation came 
from no one seems to know. 


Mr. H. B. Plant is expected back from 
England this week. It is said that he went 
over there to organize a syndicate with 
reference to controlling the railroads of 
Cuba. Mr. Plant has a steamship line 
running from Tampa to Havana, or did 
have one before the war. This steamship 
line will start up again soon, and there 
will be plenty of business on the is-and. 


The war department at Washington has 
established a division of transportation, 
which is to have charge of all the rail 
and water transportation of the army. 
Colonel F. J. Hecker is chief and Colonel 
Charles Bird is Weputy chief of the divis- 
ion. Colonel Bird is-aw officer of the regu- 
lar army, while the chief is said to be a 
wealthy man and an associate of Secretary 
Alger in this lumber interests.

AT BALTIMORE 


American Pharmaceutical Association in 
Annual Session. 


IMPORTANT PAPERS READ 


Before Committee on Commercial In- 
terests. 


BY MR, JOSEPH JACOBS, OF ATLANTA, GA, 


Most Interesting One on Conditions 
of the Drug Trade During War 
Between the States.” 


Baltimore, August %.—(Special.)—The 
forty-sixth annual meeting of the Ameri- 
can Pharmaceutical Agsociation is now in 
session here. 

This association is one of the oldest and 
most important of those of all our Ameri- 
can professional bodies of men. It is com- 
posed of pharmacists and druggists of 
good moral and professional standing in 
our country, and those ‘‘teachers of phar- 
macy, chemistry and botany, who sub- 
scribe to the constitution and bylaws.” 
The association has been in existence 
over fifty years, but was not incorporated 
until May 6th, 1870, when a charter was 


obtained in the District of Columbia. The 
National Formulary and The American 


Pharmacopoeia are issued and revised un- 
der the direction of the association. 

At each meeting the committee on edu- 
cation and legislation discuss the various 
topics germane to the scope of their action 
and inquiry. There is always a lengthy 
and complete report on the progress of 
pharmacy by a special reporter, who has 
during the year noted the advances made 
in the science of the preparation of medi- 
cines and medicinal compounds, noting, 
minutely, the new processes and methods 
that have been discovered and adopted, 
and giving illustrations making them plain. 

The committee on commercial interests 
is charged witth the important duty of 
noting all matters of business interest to 
retail pharmacists and making an annual 
report. ' 

As this latter committee has been pre- 
sided over during the last year by your 
fellow townsman, Mr. Joseph Jacobs, your 
correspondent has secured a report of the 
matters that he presented at the meeting 
of hi# section, which occurred last Tuesday 
evening. The meeting was largely attend- 
ed and the papers presented were received 
with much interest and provoked interest- 
ing discussion. 

Mr. Jacobs first presented a publication 
by the state department at Washington, 
which had been made as the result of his 
request to Secretary of State John Sher- 
man, last January. In reply to twelve in- 
terrogations, touching the subject, the con- 
sular officers of the government in every 
civilized nation of the world and in all the 
principa] cities had reported upon the con- 
dition and the methods of the retail drug 
business in their respective countries of 
residence, thus collecting a complete and 
most valuable statement of the status and 
the methods of such business. The laws of 
all the various countries touching the sub- 
jects of the qualifications of pharmacists 
and the practice of pharmacy are given, 
and the peculiar methods followed in each 
country stated. Besides the answers print- 
ed in this report’ on the retail drug trade 
of the world, many valuable pamphlets and 
other publications, too bulky to reprint, 
were filed in the department, which will 
prove valuable for reference in the future. 
One of the ‘thousands of interesting facts 
brought out by this report is the fact that 
many of the articles made in this country 
are imitated in foreign countries, particu- 
larly in Central and South America, and 
our druggists are thus overlooking their 
opportunities. 

Papers from Lady Members. 

Two interesting papers, ‘‘Woman in Phar- 
macy” and ‘‘Pharmacy from the Woman 
Pharmacists’ Standpoint,’’ each contribut- 
ed by lady members, were presented by 
Mr. Jacobs. 

A report of the prices cufrent on drugs 
for the past year was the next paper read. 
It was prepared at the chairman's instance, 
by competent authority on the subject. 
Next was a statistical paper showing 
“Decrease in the Number“of Drug Stores 
in the United States,’’ followed by “Old 
Drug Stores Made New,” a paper contrib- 
uted by an expert in the art of refitting 
stores. Then came a discussion of ‘“Phar- 
macy, Before the Advent of the Cutter.” 
A very interesting account, written by a 
druggist resident in the City of Mexico, 
reviewed the drug business of Mexico, 


showing the progress of pharmacy in 
that country, especially noting and 
describing the improvement and ad- 


vancement made on account of the en- 
forcement of rigid inspection laws and 
laws relating to the admission of pharma- 
cists to the practice of their profession. 

A paper on “Co-operative Manufactur- 
ing by Retail Pharmacists” by a resident 
of Hamilton, Ontario, was well received. 
After presenting and having these papers 
read Mr. Jacobs then contributed his own 
papers to the meeting. 

The most extended and one of the most 
interesting of these was, perhaps, the one 
entitled “Some of the Conditions of the 
Drug Trade During the War Between the 
States.” This subject was treated with 
especial reference to the situation at the 
south, and showed how the south met 
the difficulties presented in obtaining drugs 
and medicines during a period of blockade 
against importations from abroad and the 
enforcement of non-intercourse with other 
parts of our own country, Describing the 
south as being chiefly an agricultural 
country, giving the peculiar productions 
of the various states, and showing that 
while rich in the extent and variety of 
her resources of all kinds, yet her manu- 
factories were undeveloped, it was made 
plain that the war presented a most grave 
problem—the obtainment of war ordnances, 
food, clothing and medicines, for ther ar- 
mies and for her people at home. Agents 
were appointed in London, instructed to 
send all such supplies by ships clearing 
for southern ports, and that would attempt 
to evade the blockading fleets. Particular 
directions were given these agents as to 
the kinds and qualities of drugs and 
medicines, In this way some supplies 
were obtained which, excepting such as 
were used by the government, were sold 
to the druggists at auction. There were 
many such auction sales at Charleston, 
Wilmington, Savannah, Mobile, Pensaco- 
la, Jacksonville and New Orleans. By cap- 
ture, of course, some medical stores were 
secured, but these generally were barely 
sufficient for the most pressing needs of 
the army in camps and fields and hos- 
pitals and for use in the prison bounds. 

Some interesting anecdotes were related 
showing how women smuggled powdered 
medicines through the lines sewed up ‘n 
their clothing, and how an enterprising 
merchan. of middle Alabama had gone io 
Memphis, disposed of cotton and attempt- 
ed to bring back medicines in an aban- 
doned thospital wagon with a yellow flag 
above it and its sides decorated with the 
word ‘Smallpox,’ but how he came to 
grief owing to the fortuitous discovery 
by some federal scouts of an eight-gallon 
keg of whisky he had unfortunately con- 
ciuded to place, aboard his smallpox train. 
The straits of the surgeons and physicians 
in camp were illustrated by Dr. Lang- 

of famous “Disere- 
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to all sorts of substitutes, makeshifts and 
expedients to get along in their business. 
Bottles were often diffieult to obtain, and 
corks were made of ‘tupelo wood, corn 


cobs and old life preservers from aban. 


doned river boats. Their prescriptions 
were mainly thoge composed of the roots 
and herbs of the fields and forests, as 
the doctors knew that the usual drugs 
were not to be obtained. Interesting in- 
voices. showing that quinine gold at $100 
an ounce in gold, and similar prices for 
all the common medicines purchased, were 
inserted. , 
Vegetable Substitutes. 

From interviews from physicians and 
Surgeons who practiced at' home and as 
members of the army and navy corps, 
the various practices regarding the use 
of vegetable substitutes for all the com- 
moner drugs were exhibited, For instance, 
that they used willow bark, dogwood and 
poplar bark and many other such barks 
and roots for quinine; sassafras 
leaves and peach and pear and 
apple gums for gumafrabic: and so on 
through the list. A most complete review 
of the various unusual uses that were 
made of all the varioug medicinal plants 
and agencies that were obtainable from 
fields and forests, was narrated. 

A synopsis cannot do justice to this 
lengthy and interesting paper, showing 
how the people of the south, wihtle main- 
taining a four years’ war against armies 
that outnumbered their own. more than 
four to one, met the various difficulties 
in supplying the drug necessities of their 
soldiars and a population numbering 
more ihan seven million, ‘while virtually 
cut off from all outside trade intercourse. 
Their genius and their heroism were iI- 
lustrated. 

The next paper written and presented 
by Mr. Jacobs was entitled “Some Practi- 
cal Suggestions from Experience.’ ‘This 


was a practical] comment on the 
value of home manufacturing. 
He contended that there were 


very many articles and compounds sold in 
a drug store that ean be profitably made 
under the BAMEe roof at a cost that would 
rll pr Mga. Ls gp Boag expended, and 

ts y appliances. He 
exhibited by way of jllugtration’and argu- 
ment @ large number of :samples of non- 
secret compounds and sundries that were 
made in his own laboratory attached to 
One of his stores in Atlanta. He made it 
plain that there was no war between the 
retail druggists and the manufacturers of 
patent and proprietary articles, contending 
that when a customer ashed for a particu- 
lar advertised article it. was the duty of 
the druggist to supply it, and make no at- 
tempt to sell.any ofyhis own preparations. 
But he stated that there were many times 
when the customer had no gpecial choice, 
and applied to the druggist for simple 
preparal.ons for particular purposes, and 
then he could offer and.sell the article of 
his own make. 

fhe next paper was “On the Cotton Seed 
Oil Industry of Georgia.” This was a 
statement of the thhistory and the extent 
of this industry in his own state, conclud- 
ing, after an enumeration of the indus- 
trial and phermaceutical uses of the oil, 
with the hope that the scientific men of 
pharmacy might more fully explore its 
probable further uses in connection with 
medicines. 

Another paper presented by Mr. Jacobs, 
which was favorably received, was his re- 
view of the.**Changes in the Drug Trade 
That Have Occurred During the Past For- 
ty Years.’’ This paper was a summary of 
the answers to 600 circular letters contain. 
ing interogatwories, addressed to active and 
retired druggists in this country. The va- 
rious changes, their times and causes and 
characters were noted and commented on. 
‘he ‘paper conciuded with the opinion 
that tue drug business offered ag Many op- 
portunities for business success as any 
other ftie.d of iegitimate enterprise and npeid 
out nopes of increasing GONOrSs ana pronis 
in the tuture, 

The various sections will hold their meet- 
ings during the coming week and each 
promises to present features that will mark 
the convention as the most successful in 
its ‘history. ‘the attendance is large, and 
the social features, conducted amid the 
lavish hospitalities of the Baltimoreans, 
are especiaily enjoyaole.

LUNCH LAW 
CAUSES ARREST 


Six Saloon Men Were Arraigned Yester- 
day Afternoon. 


‘THE CASES WERE DISMISSED 


The Liquor Dealers Were Let Off with 
a Lecture by Judge Andy. 


THE FREE LUNCH LAW WAS READ TO THEM 


They Were Given a Warning and the 
Next Time They Appear Will Be 
Fined Considerable Amount. 


THE CASES AGAINST JULIUS SIMON, 
J. T. Alexander, Ben Neese, G. H, Ruh- 
mann, C. P. Johnson, P. H. Schwarz and 
Green Howell for violating the anti-free 
lunch ordinance recently adopted by the 
city council, were dismissed yesterday 
afternoon by Recorder Calhoun, and the 
saloon men escaped with a lecture. 

The cases were made by Patrolmen 
Dobbins and H. D. White, these officers 
having been sent out by the police au- 
thorities to investigate rumors to the 
effect that the free lunch ordinance was 
being violated by the saloon men, Armed 
with appetites, thirsts and money, the two 
officers went in search of liquor dealers 
who were willing to satiate their hunger 
as well as their thirst. 

The result of this search was the cases 
against the saloon men, The ordinance 
recently adopted by council declares that 
only crackers, cheese, pretzels, pickles and 
Sausages may be kept on Counters of 
saloon, This ordinance has caused a good 
deal of comment, but it is the intention of 
the police department to enforce it. 

It seems that the saloons» which the 


officers visited were supplied with bread | 


and cold slaw. These two articles are pro- 
hibited by the ordinance, and cases were 
made, Several of the saloon men threat- 
ened, it is said, to prefer charges against 
the two arresting officers before the com- 
missioners because they drank beer while 
on duty, but this is only a technfcal vio- 
lation, it was said, and they were told 
to go aheid. 

When the cases were called in police 
court yesterday afternoon many saloon 
men of the city against whom cases had 
not been made were present to hear the 
evidence and decision. The city was repre- 
sented by Attorney Pendleton, and he 
brought out the evidence so as to prove 
that other articles beside those authorized 
in the anti-free lunch ordinance were ‘{ur- 
nished at the saloons. 

In his speech, ‘however, Mr. Pendleton 
asked Recorder Calhoun to impose light 
fines or to dismiss the cases altogether, 
as it was the first offense, and the ordi- 
nance was new. Judge Calhoun decided 
to dismiss the cases, but took occasion 
to deliver a lecture to the saloon men, 
telling them that the new ordinance would 
be enforced. 

Judge Calhoun read the ordinance to the 
liquor dealers, and told them that only 
the five articles mentioned could be kept 
on the counters, He told them that in tne 
future when any of thefh were brought 
to the police court for violating the free 
lunch ordinance heavy fines would be im- 
posed, provided the violation was proved.

by his side. Near him was also a lauda- 
mum bottle and a letter. The maid at once 
alarmed the house and Patrolmen George 
Harper and Dobbins were summoned. 

They found that the man was then in a 
Stupor and after ascertuining that tney 
could do nothing to revive him, sent for 
the Grady hospital ambulance, It arrived 
in a few minutes and the man was taken 
to that institution for treatment. The 
Physicians at the hospital discovered at 
Once that he was suffering from the ef- 
fects of an overdose of morphine and they 
set to work to counteract the effect of the 
poison, 

Everything possible was done for the suf- 
fering man, but the stimulants had little 
effect and last night at a late hour he was 
still unconscious. It was at that time an. 
nounced at the hospital that there was but 
little hope for him, although the physicians 
and the nurses have by no means abandon- 
ed hope. 

The man js a stranger in the city and 
neither the officers nor the members of the 
crowd which collected ag soon as it be- 
came known that a man had attempted to 
take his life had ever before seen: him. 
The keeper of the boarding house said 
that she had seen little of Mitchell and he 
had not told her who he was or where 
he came from. 

As soon as om officers discovered the 
letter by the side of the then dying man 
it was secured and brought to the police 
barracks. On the outside it was directed 
to John Campbell, but no address was 
given. The police authorities have so far 
been unable to ascertain who John Camp- 
bell is or whefe his place of business is 
located, An effort will be made to find 
him, however, in the event of the death of 
Mitchell. . 

At the barracks the letter was opened. 
It was as follows: 

‘1:30 O'clock, August 29, 1898.—Please bury 
me as [I am dressed, as I want no shroud. 
I was a captain in the southern army and 
did my duty faithfully and have no re- 
grets. ° 

“I was a Heutenant during the Mexican 
war and was honorably discharged. If it 
is possibie I do not want to be buried in 
the potter’s field. Goodtv, John Camp- 
bell, I am going to jotn the boys on the 
further side lI 4ie under the old flag. 
John, look after my burial and throw the 
old flag that I, die under in my grave. 
Goodby. CAPTAIN J. T. MITCHELL.” 

Every effort will be made to save the Ie 
of Captain Mitchell at the hospital and if 
there is a chance for his life the physicians 
at the institution will bring him to him- 
self. He is very closely watched and it 
may be that he will recover.
